“I was so close that I flew right 
between the masts,” Veum related. 
“Another pilot in the flight had to 
turn sharply to avoid hitting the 
mast with a wing. When you're 
down that close, you can see pret- 
ty plainly.” 

One Mitchell was shot down by 
the convoy’s escort of German 
fighters, but .1l except one mem- 
ber of the six-man crew escaped 
in‘ a rubber raft and walked 
through German lines in Tunisia 
to safety, it was reported yester- 
Gay.

Between 14 and 20 German 
dive-bombers, attempting to halt 
the waves of infantrymen, were 
met in a furious air battle by a 
dozen American-piloted Spitfires, 
which shot down 14 of them at the 
very feet of the cheering ground 
troops. 

Their own ground gains and the 
sight of Stukas being knocked out 
of the sky in twisting patterns of 
flame and smoke contributed to a 
growing confidence among the 
doughboys that was similar to the 
high morale of the British Eighth 
Army, it was’said in fieid reports.

the Soviet monitor declared. 

“In fierce defensive battles,” 
said the communique, 1,000 Ger- 
mans were killed, nine tanks dis- 
abled or burned, 30 trucks de- 
stroyed, and seven German planes 
downed. 

The new smashes were turned 
back, the Russians said, after 
earlier attacks had been blunted 
with the killing of 700 Germans 
and 13 tanks during 24 hours of 
hard fighting. 

West of Moscow, Red army 
troops fortified the positions they 
had gained, said the midnight war 
bulletin, and conducted “fighting 
reconnaissance.” 

“About 400 enemy officers and 
men were killed by artillery fire 
and infantry weapons. Thirty- 
four blockhouses and 10 dugouts 
were destroyed.” 

In the Kuban, Russian troops 
crashed through stubborn Ger- 
man resistance into the “outskirts

that the Italian people are not being told what 
is happening to their troops. “Only snatches 
of news,’ he is quoted as saying, ‘reach us 
from the Tunisian front, and we only have a 
Slight idea of the hell our soldiers are going 
through.” | 

Undoubtedly the Italian people are kept in 
ignorance of the true status of ‘the war as well 
as of specific events on all battlefronts. For,| 
if they were told the truth, old Benito Mussolini 
would be kicked out by his own people in short 
order. He has betrayed them into servitude to 
their German masters and those masters hold 
them by many means, not the least effective 
of which is suppression of the truth. 

It would be interesting, however, to witness 
the reaction of the Italian people if they could | 
suddenly learn the pitiful role their armies 
have filled in this war. How Italian troops have 
run or surrendered on slightest provocation. 
How, more shamefully still, they have been left 
without food, without water, without supplies, 
as desert sacrifices to the advancing British 
while Rommel’s German soldiery made their 
getaway. 

Someday the Italians will know. And when 
they do, those who betrayed them will pay the 
full price and the fate of any Germans who 
may fall in their hands will not be pleasant.

Natural Enemies 
That American forces in North Africa have 
to protect themselves against. other enemies 
than thé Axis foes, is revealed in a recent story 
from Algeria by Ernie Pyle, the American cor-

In this column, Pyle describes and discusses 
the materials included in the special kit which 
every American carries, which is intended to 
protect him from the diseases which are spe- 
clally incident to that country. It includes a 
lengthy list of articles, from a special mask 
to protect from desert sand, to pills to drop 
in his drinking water to destroy germs which 
lurk there. 

There is, too, mosquito paste to protect 
against the disease-carrying bite of these 
insects, anti-malaria pills and so on. Pyle says 
Army doctors there expect there will be more 
or less sickness among the troops but, under > 
modern Army medical service, it is not believed 
this will be serious. 

It is, however, good to know our boys carry 
armor against the insidious foes of nature, as 
well as the bulkier armor that protects them 
from the bullets of their human antagonists.

Announced Raids? 


Major General Ira C, Eaker, commander of 
the Eighth Air Force of the United States 
Army, recently said that with the increase in 
bombing power of the RAF and the U. S. Air 
Forces in Britain, the day would soon come 
when “we won’t give a damn whether the 
Germans know we're coming or not.” 

In this respect an interesting speculation 
on the future conduct of heavy bombing raids 
against German industrial centers has been 
made. It is suggested that bombing schedules 
be announced by radio a week in advance. 
Further, that when the bombers leave their 
bases that their take-off also be immediately 
broadcast over the air in such manner that 
the Germans will be immediately informed 
they are coming. 

This, it is argued, would paralyze war in- 
dustries in a score or more of German cities, 
inasmuch as none would know which was to 
be the actial target. 

Furthermore, such announced bombings

Shortage of Workers 

The public has been told, time and time 
again, there is a serious shortage of labor in 
this country. All sorts of labor. They have 
heard from politicians on the floors of cangress 
that farmers are so hard pressed for labor 
that we should imperil the nation by reducing 
the size of our projected armed forces, that 
otherwise we face the danger of Starvation. 

Railroads, contending with a wartime trans- 
portation load that long ago passed what had 
been considered the peak of operation, are 
Saying they need more workers by the thou- 
sands. 

Girls by tens of thousands are being taught 
the crafts of the assembly lines and the train- 
ing schools where welding and riveting and 
other such abilities are taught are constantly 
crying for men and women alike to learn such 
trades so as to be able to work in the war 
factories. 

And the government is so hard-pressed for 
typists and stenographers that all who pass 
the comparatively easy civil service tests are 
placed in well-paid jobs in a matter of hours. 

Yet, 7,000 Georgians have stormed the state 
capitol in recent days, pleading for jobs under 
the new state ‘administration. And there are 
only some 400 state vacancies to be filled. 

Most of the 400 vacancies are for women 
typists or stenographers. The top salary, for 
an exceptionally good secretary, is $120 a 
month. The federal government starts mere 
beginners. in stenography at $105 a month, 
while the state starts them at $75 and the 
federal government will pay as high as $175 a 
month, 

Why, then, are there 7,000 applicants for 
400 state jobs? Can it be these people have 
never heard of the shortage of labor? Or can 
it be they are under the misapprehension that, 
on the state pay roll, they won’t have to do 
any work to speak of? Are they looking for 
Sinecures where incompetents may dream away 
the pleasant days? 

Anyway, here is a labor pool of 7,000 and, 
Surely, there must be some potentially com- 
petent welders, riveters, typists and plow 
hands among them.

He reminds the party “how hungry it used 
to be” during the lean years between 1921 
and 1933 and warns that if it. allenates the 
good-will of labor it will again become “a 
crawling, impotent minority.” 
There is enough truth in Mr. Tobin’s state- 
ment for it to be taken seriously by the rank 
a and file of the party leadership. More than 
anything else perhaps, the Democrats owe their control of the gov- 
ernment today to the wholehearted support the party. has received 
from organized labor. 
When that support is denied the party undoubtedly will go out 
of power, | 
It was the chief factor in the narrow margin of victory the 
Democrats were able to gain in the last congressional elections. 
It was responsible for such normally Republican states as Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Illinois, New Jersey and Connecticut returning 
Democratic majorities in the last Presidential election. All of the 
industrial centers, with their large labor vote, continued to turn 
to the Democratic party for governmental leadership.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
TALKING THEIR LANGUAGE Mtr. Henry Wallace, who 
has made the vice presi- 


dency something vital and useful, also is doing something useful 
and vital in Latin America. | 
I have followed reports of his tour with interest. At each city 
where this tall man from our middle west ap- 
pears and speaks he is heard by thousands and 
given ovations. greater than those cities have 
known. 
' In Panama, in Colombia, in Chile and the 
other countries he has visited his receptions 
are spoken of as “striking.” He has achieved 
what no other American has achieved, genuine 
enthusiasm for this country and for one of its 
chief representatives. He is talking decency 
and he is saying that we must build a world 
in which men may be free an@ secure. 
There was some opposition to his going. 
But he went and he spoke to them in their 
own language and he obviously has taken the 
common people of those countries by storm. He 
has been saying something to them which 
matched something they themselves felt. It is 
not merely: that he speaks to them in Spanish, 
It is that he matches their aspirations and ideals. 
He is a curious figure in politics. The politicians do not like 
him. He is not regarded as a vote-getter. It was with extreme 
difficulty that Mr. Roosevelt persuaded the 1940 Democratic con- 
vention to place him on the ticket as the vice presidential nominee. 
It has come to be the accepted thing to ridicule Henry Wallace 
and speak of him as an idealist, and a starry-eyed dreamer. We 
have had a lot of smart-alecs and wise-cracking critics who have 
called him a screwball and a crackpot. 
Well. let’s see. Who really is wandering in the clouds and who 


are the screwballs and the crackpots? 

THAT PIN’ f KK Wallace talks about decency and se- 
PHAT PINT OF MILK curity. Not long ago he said that he 
hoped to see the creation of a world which would be able to provide 
a pint of milk a day for each child. The smart-alecs laughed 
heartily at that. Just a crackpot theorist speaking. 

it wasn't funny to me, There is nothing fantastic about it nor 
is there anything in it which does not fit the promise of this 
country. He was speaking in symbols, of course. He was talking 
about a world where there would be security and nourishing food 
for all its children. I see nothing funny or screwballish in his 
statement. 

There seems to be a lot of ignorance in some high places about 
one thing which Mr. Wallace knows. Probably the deepest aspira- 
tion of the human being is for economic security that he may win 
for himself. 3 

That is why, ultimately, the Beveridge plan finally will be 
adopted in England. That is why Mr. Roosevelt's plan for social 
security, ridiculed and put away to gather dust, will some day be 
brought out and adopted in one form or another. 

It is not a question of whether or not they wil be adopted, 
but merely a question of when. 

The “practical men” found these plans “professorish” and 
screwballish. 1 don’t understand that. It would seem to me that 
the practical man would take the lead in insisting that some form 
of the Beveridge or Roosevelt plan for lifelong security be written 
into the laws of this country. 

It is not possible to sell a suit or a pair of shoes or a theater 
ticket or a soft drink to a person who is sick and existing on 
charity. It is not possible to sell dresses and hats to those who 
live miserably in dreadful hovels in our slums. 

The plans will be adopted. It is but a question of time. 

It was our realists who wrote and adopted the Smoot-Hawley 
act which brought on this war and ruined the trade and the 
businesses it was supposed to protect. It was our practical men, 
our realists, who repudiated the league plan of that starry-eyed 
idealist and crackpot dreamer, Woodrow Wilson. It was our 
hard-headed realists who said that TVA would have to wait for. 
50 years of development to be useful. And so on. 


WHO WAS IN THE CLOUDS Well, we see now that Wood- 


row Wilson wasn't walking 
around in the clouds. It was Lodge and all the practical, realists 
who followed Lodge who were the real screwballs and the real 
dreamers and crackpots. 

Woodrow Wilson was the same sort of “screwball” that Wallace 
is. Wilson was a college professor. He was not “practical,” they 
said. He was a visionary. Yet, if we had accepted his vision we 
might not be where we are today. 

Lodge and the real screwballs persuaded us to accept their 
realistic idea which they said was truth. They said that imme- 
diate self-interests was the highest interest. 

What this crackpot Wallace is saying to the peoples of South 
America and to us, is the “screwball” truth that the greatest mease- 
ure of security comes from just and generous treatment of our 
neighbors and of the world, and not from greed and self-serving 
selfishness. 

Wallace makes more sense to me than anyone else who is talk- 
ing about post-war conditions. 

I think the South Americans see that in the man and in his 
words. There is no one there to white a smart-alec piece about him 
and no one to tell them that Wallace is a screwball, crackpot 
dreamer. 

We won't heve any part of Wallace now. We will wait many 
hard years to do him honor and to learn that he was the real 
realist, the really practical man, and that the men who today 
laugh at him and ridicule him were the real screwballs. m

Wherever he 
went, his présence was like a blight. Smiles. disappeared and 
spirits fell. His speech was more depressing than a rainy Sunday 
in a strange town. 

The habit of saying catty things about people is not limited to 
the victims of ill fortune, nor are women, as commonly believed, 
the chief offenders. It is a habit that may be developed by any- 
body, but chiefly by the soured victims of failure, by those who 


~ 


‘have risen fast and now feel superior to all their neighbors, and 


by those who have reason, or think they have reason, to envy their 
acquaintances, Nine times in’ 10 it is rooted in conceit or dis- 
satisfaction. 

It is a contagious’ vice, and those who are exposed to it “first 
endure, then pity, then embrace.” If parents entertain themselves 
and one another by criticizing the neighbors, the children not only 
echo their opinions but develop the habit of disparaging and 
slandering everybody, old and young, of whom they speak. A 
stranger, listening to the family’s comments, would think nobody 
in the community either intelligent or decent or fit to be seen in 
public. 

The contagion may spread to every member of a familiar group, 
or even to an entire community, so that nobody in town seems to 
have a kind word to say about anybody. When people are with 
one set of friends, they criticize, mock, ridicule arid slander an- 
other; and when they are with the other set, they talk the same 
way about the first. Nobody escapes except those who chance to 
be present. 

Example or a temporary mental attitude may start the habit, 
but the practice of criticizing eventually affects the mind and 
gives it a permanent so it is no-longer capable of viewing 
anything -or anybody objectively or judicially. It looks only for 
faults and sees only faults. It delights in discovering evil and sus- 
pects evil everywhere. 

All who make conversation must sometime mention people, and 
all who speak of people will sometimes be critical; but to be al- 
ways and unfailingly and ungenerously critical igs t6 be a pariah 
and a pestilence and a pain to all who must listen.

Adolf A. Berle Jr., assistant sec- 
retary of state, decldred tonight |

Some dairymen have been accustomed to delivering butter and 
cheese to their customers at the same time they deliver the milk, 
but these two items are now on the rationed list, which complicates 
the routine. 

Very seldom is anybody up and about at the time of the early 
morning calls of the dairyman, and the question has arisen of 
whether or not it would be permissible to surren- 
der the points at the end of each month for the 
butter and cheese delivered during that month. 

OPA has ruled that all ration coupons must be 
exchanged for the items either before or at the 
time of purchase. Never afterwards. A_ system 
has been set up, however, which will mean no 
one will have to set his alarm clock for early 
morning visits with his dairyman. 

The customer should pay the ration points in 
advance for the items he wants, and then, if some day the dairy- 
man is not able to fill the order entirely, he should write out @ 
ration check to the customer for the difference. 


Specific Dollar Ceiling 
Now Placed on Veal 


Now a glimpse at some more of the details of OPA’s 
regulations. 

The rule governing the rationing certificates for 
tires and tubes formerly required that they be used 
within 30 days of the date they were issued, but 
OPA eased up on this expiration date, and these 
permits may now be use at any time the holder 
wishes to do so.

Housewives will be glad to know that veal was placed Saturday 
under a specific dollars and cents ceiling price for 
packers and wholesalers. 

In an additional effort to prevent rises in the 
prices of veal, it will also be put under a retail ceil- 
ing price beginning April 15 together with beef, 
lamb and mutton. 


2.900.000 Cases of Food 


For Civilian Consumption 

Grocery shelves will soon be groaning under the 
weight of two million cases of canned fruits and 
vegetables which are shortly to be released by the 
Food Distribution Administration for civilian con- 
sumption, 

These additional supplies will include tomatoes, 
pears, plums, apples and peaches. 


Much has been said lately about the point values of rationed 
articles, but here’s a note about the cash prices of some of these 
items. 

Tomatoes, peas and corn from the 1943 pack will probably cost 
householders about the same amount as the 1942 pack. OPA hag 
announced maximum prices of these vegetables for processors, 
and before long beans will also be taken into this list. 


OPA Announces New Rule 


To Protect Consumers 

OPA yesterday announced another regulation governing ceiling 
prices for the protection of consumers. 

Pastries, doughnuts, pies, cakes and sweet yeast raised-goods 
selling directly to the consumers, must have the retail ceiling prices 
printed on the wrappers or packages in the same way those prode- 
ucts must be marked when sold to a retail store. 

Incidentally, OPA has placed ceiling prices on the tin cans in 
which these foods are sold.

SIDI-BEL-ABBES, Algeria.—The 
French Foreign Legion has changed 
greatly fram the dregs-of-humani- 
ty catch-ajl that it once was. 

‘But it ig still wholly a fighting 
outfit, and anything that exists 
solely to fight is bound to be 
tough. <As a result, the Legion- 
naire lives in a mental environ- 
ment that is deadly.

Legionnaires are lonely.

for them. They can sit in the 
cafes and drink, and that’s about 
all. 

Many of them carry on regular 
correspondence with women all 
over the world whom 
never seen, even with Americans.
